“‘Jesus had just wrought a notable 
miracle. 
The Pharisees who saw it 
were convinced that it was a miracle, 
hut they were determined not to ac­ 
cept JCsqs as the Messiah, so they ac­ 
counsel for his marvelous deeds by 
charging that he performed them by 
the power of satan. 
This, Jesus de­ 
fined 
to 
be 
the unpardonabe sin, 
which consisted 
in 
ascribing 
the 
works of Christ to the power of Sa­ 
tan. 


“There 
are 
no 
miracles being 
wrought today, so it is im possible to 
commit the unpardonable sin in just 
the way the Pharisees committed it, 
but it is possible to commit this sin 
in its essential spirit. 
In its essen­ 
tial spirit the unpardonable sir is the 
stubborn, unalterable, wilful, intelli­ 
gent rejection of God’s truth. 
“This sin is not a single act, but a 
series of acts culminating in a fatal 
climax. 
No one single act is an in­ 
dex to a man’s life. 
You can choose 
out a single act out of any man’s life 
and damn him, but if it is accidental, 
incidental or against the general cur­ 
rent of his life it is not a fair index 
to his character. 
Character is the 
sum total of all of 
a 
man’.; 
acts. 
Lowell said: ‘Sow a thought and you 
will reap an act: sow an act and yon 
will reap a habit: sow a habit and 
you will reap a character; 
sow 
a 
character and you will reap a des­ 
tiny.’ 
“No single sin 
makes 
character. 
Sins repeated crystalize into charac­ 
ter and when they reach the fatal cli­ 
max of ultimate, irrevocable rejection 
of God’s grace and trtuh they consti­ 
tute the unpardonable sin. 
“No man who tias sorrow* for his 
sins or longs for salvation bas com­ 
mitted this sin. No man can tell when 
another has crossed the fatal line. 
but that line may be crossed and is 
crossed by many before they reach 
the grave.” 
The evangelist then urged all who 
heard him not to sin against light 
nm! truth, but to act promptly in re­ 
sponse to every good impulse that 
comes to them.

HOUSE OF PECULIAR DESIGN 


Architect of Ancient Abede in Britain 
intended Structure to Typify 
the Trinity. 


The most peculiar house in the 
United Kingdom is probably the tri­ 
angular one at Rushton, in Northamp­ 
tonshire. 
Its design is supposed to 
typify the Trinity. 
It has three sto­ 
ries, and each story has three win­ 
dows on each of the three sides, while 
each of the windows in two of the 
three stories is in the shape of a 
trefoil—the three-leaved shamrock. In 
each of the other windows there are 
twelve panes, arranged in three fours, 
and the panes throughout are trian­ 
gular. 
Three gables rise on each side, and 
from the center, where their roofs 
meet, 
a 
three-sided 
chimney 
sur­ 
mounted 
by 
a 
triangular pyramid 
terminates in a large trefoil. 
The 
smoke issues from three round holes 
on each of the three sides of the chim­ 
ney. 
Three Latin inscriptions, one 
on each side of the house, have each 
thirty letters, while over the door 
there is another Latin inscription of 
three words, the English of which is, 
"There are three that bear record,” 
and on each side are the carved fig­ 
ures cf three angels bearing shields. 
Inside the house each floor contains 
three 
three-sided 
apartments; 
the 
length of each of the walls, by outside 
measurements, is 33 ft. 4 in.—that is 
exactly 33 1-3 ft.

Russians 
Repulse 
German 
Attacks. 
Petrograd (Via London), Dec. 15.— 
The German froontal attack on the 
Russian line to the west of Warsaw, 
under cover of night, 
was 
success-, 
fully repulsed by the Russians, ac­ 
cording 
to 
trustworthy information 
reaching Petrograd from the front to­ 
day. At many points along the front 
the Russians captured isolated Ger­ 
man positions. - The German attacks 
were answered by Russian counter at­ 
tacks in which it is said several hun­ 
dred prisoners and one field battery 
were captured by the Russians. Dur­ 
ing Aile last three days of fighting 
eight machine guns, two batteries of 
field guns and 4,000 prisoners have 
been taken. Except for the night at­ 
tack of the Germans there bas been 
little heavy fighting iii Poland dur­ 
ing the last twenty.-four hours. 
According to the Army Messenger, 
the German attacks along the East 
Prussian front, which were conducted 
simultaneously with their offensive 
in Poland, failed on account of for­ 
midable fortifications which the Rus­ 
sians constructed in field and forest 
paralleling 
the 
German line. 
The 
Army Messenger says the Austrians 
in Galicia expect that a division of 
Turkish troops will be sent to its as­ 
sistance.

Spanish society has not 
extended him welcoming hands, due, 
he says, to foreign influences, but 
he lites the climate of Barcelona, so 
he will remain here and educate his 
eight children. 
The general’s house Is iii a small 
garden and there are other similar 
little homes on all sides

Associated Press correspondent call­ 
ed by appointment to talk with the 
general the front door of the house 
w as wide open. 
One of several men 
planting palm trees—small and poor 
trees with which it seemed the ten­ 
ants wished to recall tropical vege­ 
tation—remarked that m ere was no 
servant to oimui the door.

A muscular young man, who turned 
out i<> be one of the general’s aids, 
answered.

Mexican affairs at the Cafe Maison 
pore, one of the principal cafes in 
Barcelona.

Caesar himself bears witness to the 
bravery of the Belgians, 
who,

says, w’ero braver than the Aquitani 
or the Celts, due to the fact that they 
were nearer the Germans .with whom 
they were constantly at war. 
Within 
Belgium’s 
11,373 
square 
miles of territory, smaller than Mas­ 
sachusetts and Connecticut, with a 
population of 7,579,000, there lived at 
the outbreak of the war nearly 3,000,- 
000 French-speaking 
Walloons 
who 
cannot talk with a like number of 
their 
compatriot 
Flemish sneaking 
Flemings. 
In their habits of mind 
and methods of gaining a livelihood 
they differ as widely as the English 
and French, but the bond of religion 
has bound them together for genera­ 
tions, with never a fratricidal war in 
their modern history. 
The Belgian constitution, framed in 
1830 by a convention 
df 
Belgians, 
guarantees freedom of conscience, of 
education and of press, and the right 
of peaceful assemblage. 
The king­ 
ship is filled by succession. There is 
a cabinet, a senate and a house of 
representatives. 
A senator’s pay is 
a pass on the railroads without a dol­ 
lar of actual salary. 
A representa­ 
tive gets a free pass and $800 a year. 
A Belgian gets one vote when he 
reaches the age of 25. 
lf, at the age 
of 35, he pays $1 in taxes, and is 
married or a widower with children, 
he gets a second vote. 
If he pays a 
certain amount of taxes or holds a 
university diploma he is entitled to 
two 
additional 
votes. 
In selecting 
representatives, parties and not men 
are voted for, and each party gets a 
representative in proportion to its 
voting strength. 
The Belgians 
are 
fine 
farmers. 
They grew last year 37 bushels of 
wheat to the acre, where we grew 15; 
50 bushels of barley, to our 24; 312 
bushels of potatoes, to our 90. 
Belgium has been a land of low 
wages and cheap living. Many of the 
people who fashion our exquisite Bel­ 
gian laces get only $5 a week, and 
the average wage earner’s income is 
only about $165 a year. 
But, with 
all that, the Belgian housewife, an 
artist in making a little go a long 
way, has fed her family 
well 
and 
clothed them comfortably. 
There were no milkmen 
in 
Bel­ 
gium, for the women drove the dog 
carts that constituted 
the 
nation’s 
milk wagons. Every milk can had to 
shine, every dog had to have harness 
to fit him, a bowl for his drinking 
water and a carpet or bag to lie down 
on when tired. 
No dog in Belgium, 
except those of the 
rich, 
escaped 
hearing his share of the family bur­ 
dens. 
The people of Belgium were the 
world’s greatest beer drinkers before 
the outbreak of the w*ar, with 48.8 
gallons per capita a year, as com­ 
pared with the German consumption 
of 26.3 gallons. 
On the other hand, 
the Belgian used only one gallon of 
wine, as compared with the French­ 
man’s 34 gallons. 
Railway fares were very low. 
A 
double-daily journey of 20 miles cost I 
37Vj cents a week; of 44 miles, 501 
cents a week. 
Every person enter-j 
ing a railroad station had to pay I ^ 
cent for that privilege, and the reve- J 
nile therefore amounted to $50,000 a •

and women go back by the score ev­ 
ery year to the homes from which 
they came, restored to 
health 
and 
able to take up again the business of 
life. 
A picturesque and interesting insti­ 
tution is the 
state 
sanitorium 
at 
Mount Vernon, where folk 
in 
the 
shadow of death are saved by na­ 
ture’s own remedies, properly admin­ 
istered. 
Of the patients 65 per cent 
?o away cured. 
Such good mission­ 
aries have these beneficiaries of the 
state been that the sanitorium, which 
is able to accommodate 200 patients, 
is filled today, and Dr. B. Hughes, su- 
perintendetn, has a constantly grow­ 
ing waiting list.
